Muffler Legislation

On ‘Aug. 12, 1953, the Super-
lor Court of Fresno County ls-
sued an Injunctiori restraining
the California Highway Patrol
from enforcing the provisions
of Sections 673 and 684 of the
Vehicle Code relating to auto-
mobile mufflers. The Superior
Court held that the statutes in
questlon were unconstitutional.

Most adults who write
about juvenile delinquency &
lleve that parents are not st
enough with children, th
there should be more supervi-
sion of children by their pa.
